wis geologists speak of the 
mountainous territory sur- 
rounding Denver, Colo., they speak 
of it as an area of complex forma- 


tions of granite, gneiss and _ schist. 
These are Pre Cambrian rocks, they

To the Denver drilling concern 
of Joe Felton and Son, however, 
these same underground formations 
mean only one thing, the toughest 
kind of hard rock drilling on every 
job, for they make up the entire 
Rocky Mountain range. The rocks 
don’t underlie anything; they are 
met at the surface. You drive 
through a few feet of rock debris 
or soil and you're in solid rock. 

Nevertheless, the Feltons some 
time recognized the business 
potential of the resort areas, located 
in the mountains Denver, 
and decided to stake their drilling 
future there. Only a few miles dis

tant from the site of the first real 
gold discovery in Colorado and the 
goal of thousands of prospectors, the 
region at present is principally a 
recreation area with hundreds of 
mountain cabins located through- 
out it. Some of the old-time gold 
mines are still in operation. There 
are a few cattle ranches and many 
mink and fox fur farms. Because of 
the physical features of the terrain, 
there is, of course, no possibility of 
major irrigation projects. 

his mountain drilling is quite 
different from “flat land” operations. 
Getting to the site of a proposed well 
always presents a problem. While 
there is a network of well-maintained 
federal, state and county roads 
throughout the district, there are no 
boulevards to the cabin sites. The 
roads to individual properties are 
usually homemade, narrow’ and 
winding. 

The cabins are located at 
tions ranging from 6,000 to 10,000 
feet above sea level. Some _ water 
wells have been drilled on properties 
located above 12,000 feet. Property 
owners with the “get away from the 


eleva- 
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city strife” idea have purposely 
chosen the sites for their remoteness. 


Want Running Water 


However, these people are not 
“roughing it” to the extent that they 
want to do without the convenience 
of having running water available 
in their cabins. And, with electric 
power becoming available in most 
sections, a water well is at the top 
of their list of needed improvements. 

The biggest problem the Denver 
drillers must face is to keep the well 
straight when drilling from one of 
these hard rock formations through 
a series of quartz veins. These veins 
can, and do, approach the surface 
in an almost vertical direction. The 
more nearly vertical, the tougher is 
the job of getting a shoulder started 
in the harder rock in line with the 
well. 

Quartz is hard, so hard a knife 
blade will not scratch it. When a 
string of tools strikes a quartz vein, 
the bit usually follows the line of 
least resistance, sliding downward 
along the top of the harder rock. 
The frequent occurrence of these 
near vertical ledges and their tend- 
ency to pull the bit out of line with 
the well and start a bend is what 
brings on the situation that makes 
Felton’s well drilling so unpredict- 
able from the standpoint of costs 
and time involved for the drillers. 

For example, the Feltons complet- 
ed the 6-in. well shown on page 6 at 
125 feet. The overall working time 
on this job was 30 hours. Less than 
500 yards away they drilled a similar 
well, reaching a satisfactory vein 
of water at 120 feet, five feet less 
in depth. Unpredictable drilling 
country? The drilling rig was on this 
well for 42 days! And 11 of these 
were spent in maintaining a straight 
hole through eight separate layers 
of quartz. 

The Feltons are now operating a 
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Bucyrus-Erie 22-W rig. Prior to the 
purchase of this machine, they 
owned a 21-W. It is their opinion, 
gained from years of experience, 
that the most important single re- 
quirement for well drilling in these 
rock formations is the use of a rig 
that can hit hard, one that has the 
ability to handle a heavy string of 
tools day after day without tearing 
itself apart. 

“You can’t just ‘punch’ away at 
this rock,” Joe Felton said. “You 
have to get in and ‘slug.’ We use a 
1,550-lb. string of tools for all our 
mountain work.” 


Keeping Wells In Line 
As a rule, the 22-W will get a 
shoulder started in the quartz before 
the bit begins to drift at an angle 
along the top of the vein. If the 
Feltons determine that a bend has 
been started because of a near-verti-

cal ledge of the harder rock, the 
string of tools is withdrawn and the 
following procedure is followed. 
The distance the bit has been drill- 
ing in the bend is measured. A log 
of green timber of the same diameter 
as the well is cut to that length. 
The log is dropped into the well 
and rammed into the bend. Pieces 
of scrap malleable cast iron are 
dropped on top of the log until the 
well is filled to a short distance 
above the start of the bend. Drilling 
is then resumed. The scrap iron 
furnishes a strong enough base to 
hold the bit in line until it gets 
a shoulder started in the quartz. The 
bit will drive through the scrap iron 
at about the same rate of speed as in 
granite. 

While the Feltons were finally 
forced to dynamite that 42-day job, 
they blast only as a last resort. Their 
experience has been that it only 
causes more trouble with no assur- 
ance that the situation will be im- 
proved. Unless the casing can be

kept at the bottom, the _highly- 
shatterable granite keeps falling into 
the hole with the result that they 
keep drilling in a cave-in. 

A knowledge of steel and how to 
temper it and how to dress bits for 
this specialized drilling is one of the 
most important phases of hard rock 
work. For their flat land drilling 
around Denver, the Feltons use a 
Bucyrus-Erie Type G bit. This bit, 
they claim, is the fastest and best for 
drilling in shale. For granite and 
quartz jobs, however, a_ different 
type “face” must be used. The Fel- 


tons use what is known as a “rock 
shaping. 


face” 


Move In Fully Equipped 

There is very little lost motion or 
waste of valuable time when the 
Felton crew is on a job. ‘They move 
in on the location equipped to get 
a good well in as quickly as possible. 
Along with their 22-W, the Feltons 
take a complete portable acetylene 
and electric welding outfit. The 
main reason they go completely 
equipped is because of the remote- 
ness of the job sites from repair or 
casing cutting facilities. Too much 
time would be lost if each job re- 
quired a couple of trips back to 
Denver for welding or cutting be- 
fore a job could be completed. 
Another reason is that with the 
mountain footage rate set at $10 per 
foot plus casing, the drilling is halted 
when a satisfactory vein of water is 
reached and the casing is cut to fit 
that depth. ‘The Feltons do not drill 
to fit casing lengths—the casings are 
fitted to the well depth. 

To bring in new prospects, the 
Feltons maintain that the best ad- 
vertisement any well driller can 
have is a background of satisfied 
customers. For that reason they have 
a well-established policy of making 
every possible effort to insure that

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Protect What You Have

OW that profit margins are 

narrowing and competitive 
bids are being figured more closely, 
drilling contractors may be search- 
ing out ways of cutting down their 
overhead to an_ irreducible mini- 
mum. Some may be toying with the 
idea of dropping certain insurance 
coverage which they deem too ex- 
pensive. 

While a good many contractors 
may be carrying a needless burden 
of expenditures in their overhead, 
it is seriously doubted that insur- 
ance premiums generally fall into 
this category. ‘To the contrary, it is 
probable that many carry too little 
insurance protection. 

It is true that insurance premiums 
bite deeply into profits, and reduce 
the net return from business. How- 
ever, it should be kept foremost in 
mind at all times that net profits, as 
a continuing prospect for the con- 
tractor, are made possible only by 
his investment in drilling equip- 
ment, inventory of supplies and ma- 
terials and, sometimes a building of 
his own. If he is not insured against 
all casualties he may not only have 
all future profits wiped out, but also 
he may lose a lifetime accumulation 
of worldly goods tied up in_ his 
business. 

The shrewd driller might profit- 
ably review his insurance coverage. 
How much are his buildings insured 
for? Is this insurance enough to 
cover the replacement with today’s 
inflated building costs? 

Does he have coverage on_ his 
supplies? Time was, not so long ago, 
when supplies were so hard to come 
by that inventory was negligible. 
Now he may have a considerable in- 
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vestment in inventory. How does 
this compare with the amount at 
time a policy was written? 

If the driller has a large operation 
he may entrust employees with large 
sums of money. Is he protected 
against embezzlement by “trusted” 
employees? It is axiomatic in the 
insurance business that only trusted 
employees embezzle employers’ 
funds. Those who aren’t considered 
trustworthy don’t get the chance. 

Are automobiles and trucks in- 
sured for their replacement (less de- 
preciation) value? Is the driller pro- 
tected against damage suits arising 
from automobile accidents, either 
from business or personal use of 
vehicles? 

How about public liability insur- 
ance? ‘The driller who feels he can’t 
afford this protection is leaving him- 
self wide open in event of a law 
suit which usually runs into im- 
portant money. 

If a contracting company is a part- 
nership, what provision has been 
made in event of death of one of 
the partners? Few drillers are aware 
that partnership ends at the moment 
of the death of one partner. Life 
insurance on the partners, taken out 
by the firm, may simplify estate set- 
tlement of the deceased partner, sat- 
isfy heirs, and save the business from 
forced liquidation. 

Even though a contractor's net 
worth may be substantial, a small 
judgment or loss can prove financial- 
ly embarrassing, coming at an inop- 
portune time, if not covered by 
insurance. 

One heavy loss or court judgment

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To Continue Study 
Of Ground-Water 
In New York State 


| poset agreements to 
/ continue ground-water investi- 
gations in New York State through 
March 31, 1951, have been signed 
by the U. S. Geological Survey and 
the Water Power and Control Com- 
mission of the New York State Con- 
servation Department, Secretary of 
the Interior Oscar L. Chapman an- 
nounced recently. 

The studies, which are to be fi- 
nanced on a 50-50 basis, will be 
undertaken by the Survey and the 
Commission both in up-State New 
York and on Long Island. The Long 


Island studies will be sponsored also 
by the Nassau County Department 
of Public Works, the Suffolk County 
Board of Supervisors, and the Suf- 
folk County Water Authority. 

On Long Island more than one 
and a half million people, many 
of them farmers, and numerous in- 
dustries rely entirely on ground 
water for drinking, irrigation, and 
industrial processing. The data col- 
lected will be of vital importance in 
the use of the ground-water re- 
sources and the development of new 
sources of supply. 

The program on Long Island for 
1950 calls for a continuation of 
measurements of the quantity and 
quality of water stored in the ground 
and the determination of the safe 
yield of various formations in order 
to provide a basis for proper use 
and regulation by the State Water 
Power and Control Commission. 

In addition to water-level meas- 
urements and temperature and _sa- 
linity determinations, the work on 
Long Island includes geologic 
studies, test-well drilling, and the 
collection of other data aimed at the 
interpretation of long-range trends. 

In up-State New York the collec- 
tion of basic data will permit the 
orderly development of water sup- 
plies for farms, transportation, in- 
dustry, and also for drinking water 
for nearly three million inhabitants. 

The program in the up-State area 
for 1950 consists primarily of the 
continuation of the State-wide areal 
survey of ground-water resources on 
a county-by-county basis. It is an- 
ticipated that reports for about six 
counties will be published during 
the period covered by the agreements 
and that the field investigations will 
be completed in seven others. An- 
other phase of the up-State program 
is the maintenance of about 50 
observation wells in order to study
